EL PASO, Texns, Mareh 11,

Francisoo Villa, upon whose head the United States has put a price for
the murder of Americans along the Mexican frontier, has heen defeated in
his attempt to cut off a trainlond of Americans flecing from Chilhuahun state,
Carranza troops intercepted hig band,

The Mexican forces, under Ceneral Bertani, Cavranza leader. cut off
the bandits from the railroad in the district about La Ascension, .

According to General Bertani, he s working in unity and co-operating in
every way with Colonel Slocum. commanding the American forces at Colum-
bus. He has established his headquarters at Paloma, divectly across the
American border from Columbux, N. M. He has 1200 men with him, and he
declares that yesterday, on his arrival near Paloma, a scouting division ol
